"KILL HER! KILL HUB!" 

A Paria Mob Seeking, the Life of 
a Suspected MatriGide. 

Paris, Nov. 2i — Murders and autoidei 
•re sucoeudiiig eaoh otbor ^ich startling 
rapidity. The inutst recout excitement 
almost eaded in /l frantic mob playing the 
part of Judge Lynch. At an early hour 
{a,t^e..QornTDj{;rapart8 apnad lika wild- 
fire iu the neighborhood of the Theatre 
de Op^ra and the Place Vendome that a 
frightful murder had been oi nimitted. A 
crowd of fipe hundred poraona were soon 
assembled in front of the shop of Mile. 
Jamin, No. 7 Rue du Marche-Saitit- 
HoDore, where bonnets, laces and haber- 
daahery are sold, shouting, "Kill hor! 
kill herl She has murdered her mother. 
Out hur heart out. Tear lior to pieces," 
and other phra^ea of a similar character. 
' It was passed from mjuih to mouth that 
Mile. Olementine Jamia had looked up 
her mother ia a cupboard and atarved her 
to death. 

THE POUOE ARRIVE OPP011TU>-ELT. 

The mob then rushed at the shop, broke 
the windows and forood open tho door. 
Just Bi the door was burst open with • 
loud crash M. Lalonde, commissary of 
police, and a squad of gendarmes arrived 
and drove back the crowd . I entered the 
apartment with tho comiaiasary of police, 
▲i ha opened tho door of the dining roiim 
behind the shop, we noticed a terrible 
amell that aeemed..to..oome from a cup- 
board. The commissary opened the door 
of the cupboard and wo found tho dead 
body of an old lady reatinp; upon tiie shelf. 
The body was dressed in tbn latent fashirn 
with a eoraage of embroidered jet beads, 
a gold eyeglass and chain about ihe neck, 
and a^Yul^noienqe^ Ifkce c;ig PQ ^be head,

Clementine, who is a rather pretty and 
fashionably dressed brunette about twenty 
years of ager Bhe naid, in reply to qnfs- 
tioBB of the commisHiary of police: '■Yes, 
this ia my mother, but 1 am entirely inno- 
cent. My mother, who is 71 years of age, 
disappeared on the 14th of November, and 
then I announoed her diaappearauoe at the 
polios station, at the same time depositing 
at the polioe station a scrap of pa^er 
la my mother's handwriting, with 
ihe words Tn ne venx pas 
phanger, Je rais me noyer.' ('You won't 
ohango. lam going to drown myntK.';" 
DommiBBBry Lalondo rememht-red, iu fnut, 
Mile. Clomoutiuo'H visit at Iho police stu- 
tion on tho day alleged. SIllc. Clompiitino 
continued; "A. few days ayo I noticed u 
atrange smoll — of a hody air()i\dy iu a far 
advanced etate of deoomposition ; but not 
till this morning did Iibeoon^e anzions, and 
opening the cupboard" made a ghastly dis- 
covery."

Other witnesaoB gaye ovidoiioo showing 
that the old lady had on several occasions 
•nnounood hor intention of committi ig 
suicide. Dr. Jegut at once mada an ex- 
amination of the bridy, but .found no 
traces of violunco, and pronounced deaih 
to have been caused by aBphyiiaiidii.

LONo life:. 

Methods by Whic^i You MavITell Wheth- 
er YOU ARC 3.IKELY TO HAVE IT. 

If any ouo would know whether he 
is likely to live long or die soon, let 
hiininquire wlicllipr old ugo runs in 
his family or not, for the good tissues 
of long life are apt to be bereditary, 
and he may commit a great many ex- 
cesses of other errors without killing 
himself if he comes of a long-lived 
stock. In like manner he may gdt 
much help towrtrd a knowledge of tho 
diseases to which he is prone and 
which e.Ycesse8 or other errors are.;lilce- 
ly to light up, by inquiring *5ivhil^5»-- 
eeses his forc^fathers or kiiuinien suffer- 
ed or died from. Some; disea.se.s are no- 
toriously reckoncil to Iju diroclly hor- 
editary in like kind, for exani|ili>, ep- 
ilepsy, phcliisis and insanity. \ViiGU a 
person baa one of them we are not at 
all surprised to learn that the discov- 
ery is a sutticient explanation and to 
think that no more noOil be .said. Hut 
it is not really an explannlioii; it is 
morely an indication of thu diriictiou 
in which the exact explanation has yet 
to be sought. If it be a saffioient ex- 
planation, how does it happen that all 
tba children of the aaino unsound fath- 
er or inotlior do not sutler in the same 
way'! How i.s it that twiu.s, living fun- 
der the the same conditions, have not 
always, as now and then they have, 
the same diseases at the same ages) In 
calling a disease hereditary, it ia not 
really meant that the disease itself is 
actually inherited by the offspring, 
who in thai; ca.ie, would be born with 
it; what is nnfaut is that the latter in- 
herits a certain organic constitution 
which, being likely to undergo that 
pathological development in the ordin- 
ary circumstances of life, is therefore 
described as constitutional predis 
position or tendency to the disease. 
We (do not know in the least wh it is 
the intiiiiute nature of the predisposi- 
tion, but we know that it may be 
sreater oi less in ditferent persons,_Rnd 
that it is thought to be so great in 
the cases of diseases mentioned and so 
likely to be mentioned and so likely to 
be transmitted to children as to be a 
serious oVijection, if not an actual bar 
to marriage. Thoss who, having fallen 
in love, are aware of the existence to 
them in their families are therefore not 
a little troubled sometimes with scruples 
o/ conncience, and anxiously ask medi- 
cal advice whether they shall marry or 
not. In the end they commonly mar- 
ry, whatever the advice given them, 
having persuaded themselves that the 
epilepjBjr was not real epilepsy, but a 
form of violent hysteria; !that the lung 
mischief was not constitutional phthis- 
is, but the accidental consequence of a 
neglected cold; that the insfinity was 
not the outcome of faiuily degeneracy, 
but an accidental blow on the head 
which was thought nothing of at tho 
time.

-• niug. It is tho ruault of e» caruful exutn- 
'ination into tho methoda employud by 
eBstern towns and cities to freo them- 
Belvesof refuse depostta whioh, \rh&n suf 
fared to remain on the surface, breed dia- 
oaae and pustilenoo, The report — whioh 
is signed by Oouus, Higgiua and Robert- 
Boii— (Ooun. Lipsett being absent from 
tho city) gnos rather fully into the mnttar 
and relates the eiperienoe of three of the 
older oities of the Dominion. In intro- 
duoiog th» 'report the ehairman of the 
BBworage dommittoe Invited the fullast 
inquiry and criticism from the public as 
wall as the ooucoil, The committee, he 
said, had no other object to serve than 
the public good, A. soworRfjo schema was 
forced on tho council of 1885 by & diraot 
vote uf the ratepiyors. Tliat council or- 
dered plans and Bpeoifications to be pro- 
pared by Pickering & Orompton. The 
present council hus received those phuia 
and Bpooifioations and are now about to 
ask tho ratepayers to authorizo a losn of 
8500,000 for the purpose of carrying thu 
intstructions of 1885 into effect, Such Is 
the Bubstanoa of the oommltteo'a report. 
No Btep has been or will be taken without 
the sanction of the ratbpayeri. So attempt 
will be made to float a loan or turn a 
ahovelful of earth without their approval 
having been first obtained at the poll. 
That the city stands in need of a thor- 
ough method of freeing itself from the 
animal and vegetable deposits that now 
abound and which are moat injarious to 
the public health, goes without Baying. 
'I'ho mosabacks admit that tlio town needs 
hygienic regeneration . They oiilyditJ'or 
with the mayor and council and the rate 
payers at large as to the mode of dispuii 
tion. They favor .open drains with the 
harbor as the reoapbade; forgetting, in 
their economic seal, that the use of the 
harbor aa u cesspool is contrary to law 
and may be prevunted cither through an 
appeal to the courts or an order in coun- 
cil from the Doraiuion government. 
Even DOW, when the population of 
the olty is comparatively am-" "* 
extreme low tide the efliavia arisiuii ^- 
the harbor mud is offensive and very in- 
jurious from a sanitary point of view. Tho 
plana of Piokoring i Craiapton compre- 
hends tbo diBoLmgo o( tho HBwngo at Hoss 
bay, « point sntlicieutly remote from the 
town to iuauro dtoderizatiou by the action 
of salt water without risk to the health of 
tho city. The main Hewer will skirt the 
city front, lellowiug the line of Store street 
to Johnson street, thence following Wharf 
street to its ooufluence with Htimboldt 

. street. It will reach Kosh bay through the 
low valley or awail to the northeast of Bea- 
con hill park. The length of the main 
newer will be about two and a half miles. 
Into this main lateral or side drains will 
discharge their contents. A separate sys- 
tem with ft diHcbnrgo near Finlayson'a 
point has been prepared lor the .James bay 
aide. The total cost of this great and bene- 
ficial work will not exceed the sum asked 
for, $500,000, with interest at tho rate of 
cent. Repayment of tho loan will be

The injured 
were carried to tho intermediate oabin, 
which wa.H triinsforuicd into a hoHpital. 
Four Hoanieuwero found to have been killed 
outright. The pasHcngern injured are as 
follows: .loHepb Lovadorio, both arms 
broken; Mar Kagl, leg broken; Julius Weil, 
severe coulusiou on tho back aud abdomen; 
Francis Tussani, three ribs broken, and lungs 
puucture'l; Willttmi Harcomb, leg broken 
aud arm dislocated; Bagene Bohmer, severe 
scalp woimd ; Gastave Brenn, several con- 
tusioiiB ou the back and thigh, andfaoa 
badly out; .Foe Christman, arm broken. 
'Thu dead ■\V(-ie buried at sea. Many 
hllectin^' nconea were witnossud nt 
the improvi-iod huapital when passengers 
were eiiipiired for byjtheir friends. Evory- 
thiii;^ po-.-iihU was done for the relief of 
t!ie injured. Cabin passengers showed 
their .iyni|)athy with the unfortunates by 
miiiiy kindly acts, and raised a purse of 
2,()0iJ fiMiics to bo distributed among tho 
f.iiiuliea (if tho dead and injured. VVhea 
the .-leauier re.ichod port and injured 
paf: c libera wero transferod to thehuspital, 
>ii iiiapeeiioii of tho vessel afforded some 
idea of the terrible blows she received, 
Tho crushed deck was known as fortvard 
whalo back, and it was cenalructed of 
•t-inch pine planks retting on massive 
iron beanij. These in turn wore hold up 
by :!-inch iron rod stanchions. The vaf-t 
volume of water struek the whaleback 
about tiftecn feet from the stem, and 
orushed in a section twenty-nine feet in 
length and oxtdiiding the full' width of

A Change Needed. 

Once again wo are preparing for a pol- 
itical oonleac, and onoe again the Quod of 
ill-measured language ari,;ing from party 
passion and prejudice is being let'looae 
upon almost all hands. Evoryuua knows 
that' in Canada political feeling runs high- 
er and is more widely diffused among all 
olassea of the oommunity than ia thu case 
in older countries such as tho united 
kingdom. Hence while iu lirituiu local 
affairs are for the must part curried on 
without material rpferenco to parly pol- 
itics, here provincial matters nru tuo often 
given a diitioot political bearing, and 
made the occasion for bringing into tho 
utmost prominence whatovoi differenoos 
of opinioti may e.\i8t on political ques- 
tions. In affairs, too, affeoling the vital 
interests of the whole oommunity, quitd 
independent of mere party politics, no 
opportunity ia lost to take a one aided 
position in the hupe. of r ttirningiihe occa- 
sion to some political accbunti Nowhere 
is this tendency more apparent than in 
the press. Wo have before called atten- 
tion to this feature of our life, aud point- 
ed out the incalculable injury resulting to 
Canadian Interests among thoso who havo 
only the outcome before them, and know 
nothing, of .,tne, eotidltions under 
whioh such extreme feeling has arisen. 
It has recently boon said that 
matters are iuiproving in this res- 
pool with U9— that, slov.'ly bul suroly , po'- 
ilical feelint,' is giving way to iiutioiial 
sontiiaoiit vihere the latter should prevail 
to the exclusion .of i,he former. The wish 
is, wa fear, only father to the thought.. 
There can be httlo question that the 
events of the past fow yuars— uvon tho 
past twelve months — have dono much to 
cement in friendly fueling tho various 
prorinoea, and to quicken aaentimoni of 
pride in national affrtira; but it ie only 
aeoessary to lurn te many cf tho leading 
Oanadian jcurnala i^f t.i day on belli 
aides in politics to see how much 
yet roiiiaiiu lo bo done. .-V had- 
ing CHUiuiian blate.suijiu in the olipo- 
site camp in de,-;eribed as a "liar aud a 
thiol;" opponents are, by another journal, 
named as "most loud-mouthed coiidemn- 
ers;" while a further contemporary 
ascribes to the lender of a purty "snivel- 
ling, miserable, dirty, siukeuing, criminal 
hypocrisy." Baoh iualancon might be 
multiplied at any time from nearly every 
province in Canada, but they nro familiar 
enough to all who folhue Cauadinu politieH 
The cause of lhe.se uniuen.-iured U-rmn of 
abuse hnrleil by the one pnrty agains. 
theothorinay n ;t he far lo seek. It 
probably owes .■ioino part of it) origin to 
the absence of sullioitiiit questions of for- 
eign and general policy upon which hon- 
est differencea of opinion itisy exist. B it 
whatever tho ciuau tiio e-fl'-jct must ha 
deemed most lainenlablo. The niisriien 
of the press should surely be lo allay 
rather than cnii tinually to iiicito such ill- 
feeling, and by calm delibariaion to quiet 
what class [irejudice and differences may 
arise throughout tho country from varie- 
ties of religion and of race. We should 
enrnaatly weigh tlie unwisdom of tho 
course that ia being ricVleaaly pursued in 
our midst, and endeavor ao far as in us 
lies to check so unhoallby and undesirable 
a feature of our political life.

The BeKiiiiiiiitir of what will 
Prove ill a Few Vears on In- 
terestinR Colleelion. 

At the last suasion of the legislature a 
sum of 82,000 was voted for tho purpose 
of /beginning the formation of a rauieum 
of .the; natural history and geology of tho 
provinie.;'^ iion^^^ shores of the 

island and m'aiiiland boasts, in the moun: 
tains and valleys of tho interior, there ia 
a source of .supply that, by being drawn 
upon, would in a f.3w years contribute a 
collection of animal and vogetibla life 
and ininerala ot a highly interesting, in- 
atruotivu and othorwiHo benehcial char- 
actor. It was with this obj-.'ct in view 
that the govorniiieut wisely made tho ap- 
propriation, .and they oonld not. have se- 
cured as curator fur such museum a more 
eligible person than 

MR JOHN rANNI.V, 

late of Hastings, Burrard Inlet. Fur 
many yeiira he has been an ardent student 
of the life 'and habits of the various ani- 
mals and birds that are indigeneoua to 
this country, spending weeks aud montht 
among them in their native haunts. An 
intrepid hunter, there w»s no one surer 
of bringing home ovidonccs of auccass 
from the chase, and there was no other 
more competent tu guide tho lover of rare 
sport tu where he was certain of meeting 
tho game in which ho was in search of. 
Beaidoa all this Mr, F.iunin Is a lixidur- 
uiist of rare skill, and has many proofs of 
his ability as a hunter and a preserver of 
the forms of hia victims. With him tho 
government secured these trophies, in 
themselvea a most interesting oaUection, 
For some time past the curator has been 
buny placing them in position and also in 
curing some recent aci|niaitions, notably 
the big-horn sheep nf the SImilkimeon. 
Id establishing this museum it is intend- 
ed that all parts of the pruviuce shall be 
represented and the hearty co-operation 
of the general public is expected. Soveral 
valuable contributions have already been 
■made. With tho support of all parties, 
especially those residing in remote placoi, 
one of the most varied aud valuable c d- 
lections in the Dominion will be formed 
within the next two years. It soeras pro- j 
per to have one central collection of spe- 
aimens illustratinK . the varied riohoi of 1 
British Columbia both in natural history | 
and miuerology, and if each person in- 1 
teraatud in tho auccusa of the museuiu I 
would spend a few of hia leisure momenta 1 
and would preserve a few of the apeci- | 
mens constantly coming under his notice, | 
it would not be long before a building 
would be required especially adapted for 
the purpose. It is a well known face that 
no portion of the Pacific coast is aa 

noLiTia or matubal ocxiositzxs 
and different species of animals as British 
Columbia, and every facility ia aflforded to 
«Btabli8h the largest mnseum on the coast. 
Tho curator has been indefatigable in Lis 
oxertions, and ye.sterday tho muHeum was 
considered Hufficiently adrunced to allow o( 
it being placed opou for inspection. It is 
situated in a largo, well lightoil room ou the 
ground tluor of the western portion of the 
treasury building. 

The museum at present contains 200 
specimens appropriately exhibited in hard 
finished cases, while the Walls are adorned 
artistically with the heads of large moun- 
tain animalH aud birds in various attitudes. 
An immenae pair of antlers on the head of 
H caribou are worthy of attention, and tho 
heads ol three mountain sheep make n 
Btudy, together with the grotonqno bead of 
a mountain pont, conceded to bo tho most 
foolish animal that hunters meet iu our 
mouutaius. It is said that a goat will 
stantl quietly like a martyr and allow him- 
self to be shot. Some doer heads are 
mounted, among them a splendid speci- 
men of the mule deer found east of the 
Oasdades. Int one ooraerof ' the room is 
the head of a panther, so natural that a 
good idea of this fierce animal is portrayed, 
'i'here are seven oases of birds, varied aud 
boautifnl, all being natives of tho province, 
and each one appeara true to life, ho per- 
fect has been the taxideraiist iu mounting 
them. A novel aud pleasing sight is 
a OHSe containing two large owls, 
one being tho Arctic owl with 
a pure whito pluinago dotted with black 
spots. There are also specimens of tho 
night heron, Virginia rail, Stetter'a jay, 
Virginia quail, Clark's crow, (a peculiar 
snulT-colnred bird found oast of tho Cas- 
cades), Bullock's oriole, sparrow hawk, 
cardinal grosbeak, the only one the cura- 
tor haa ever oeeu in thih province; the 
night hawk, and a rare specimen of the 
gilded wood pecker, also the red-shafted 
wood pecker; tho evening grosbeak, a 
peculiar chocolate colored bird ntjt olteu 
found; splondid bitterns, ducks, and many 
smaller birda attractive to look at. 

TWO OSPRKVS 

with outspread winga cannot fail to attract 
attention, as it is a triumph of tho taxid- 
ermist's art; also some grouse and prairie 
chickens realistic in their natural posi- 
tions. Several specimens of the sea and 
land reptiles are interesting, and Mr., 
Fannin desire.i 1 1 aecuro a largo addition 
to thin departnient within the next few 
niDiith-). Although a guud varioty 
of birds and aniinala are exhibited 
thero , are hundreds of (Jthor spe- 
cius to bo found in this prov- 
I inco which can be placed in the museum 
{ if all take an interest and Bend in their 
I cniitribuliiiiiH.

; a list of the spooiinena haa not boua com- 
pleted. It is the intention to givo gruat 
i care to this branch of the muHeuin in or- 
der to domi;n»tratB tho niinpral wealth of 
I thu province; alau (jthor valuable forina- 
I tions. A very fini) apecirnon from the 
1 IloweBoiindcop[iorinino ia shown, a! so some 
' excellent free gold rock from tho vicinity 
I of Clinton. The galena specimens are ex- 
I osedingly rich, and both the sulphurat and 
j chloride ores are well represented. Among 
tho valuable rocka wore noticed a|)atite, 
I gypsum, gra|)hite, spar, phoaphatoa, cryst- 
als, garnets, coal, and a varioty of peculiar 
stones of calcarious formations . 

Mr. Fannin deserves great credit fur 
the artistic manner in which he has plae 
ed the 'exhibits and his efiforts will no 
doubt receive a just reward by the ex- 
tended contributions of oar citizens who 
may possess curios suitable for tho 
museum.
